The Eyesight of Trout 


In respect to that wonderful 


which Walton says is •' teener than tho 
hawk's," in tho first place Walton was 
not a very experienced trout ui&f. 
and though we love and revere him for 
hSrkSSSf nature, there are matters m 
hU deductions and doctrines which we 
have, learned somewhat more of now 
than were known two hundred yeara or 
more ago. MoSt certainly a trout's eye- 
sight is not keener than a hawk's, nor 
anything near as keen as a hawk s. >a- 
ture never meant it to bo so, because 
there was no necessity for it; and na- 
ture always graduates the means to suit 
the end. A hawk needs to see his prey 
in erass or heather when hovering in the 
ak a mile or more off. 
A trout needs to 


ece it some three or four teet or so away 
and I am quite of opinion that a trout s 
Bight is not nearly as keen as it has been 
represented to be. It is true that il you 
come suddenly between him and the 
bare sky behind, at a distance of say 
twelve or fourteen yards, hei will see you 
instantly and cease rising, but increase 
the distance to seventeen or eighteen 
yards and he does not see you nearly as 
well, and if you stoop, I believe, not at 
all 
I think it is a question entirely, in 


that case, of the angle of refraction be- 
tween the air and the water. Iu f act, 1 
believe this, that a trout can see you just 
so far as the angle of refraction enables 
him to see you, and no farther, and this 
will, of course, to an extent, be affected 
by the depth of water he lies at. But 
what induces mo to doubt tho sharpness 
of his sight in this: If I stand with my 
back to a tree or hedge, so that I make 
no distinct outline on the sky, and do 
not otherwise attract attention, the trout

Flouring Mills-Capacity 3OO Barrels 


Per Day. 


The old established firm of Geo. Prieat 


& Co., millers, at the foot of East Mam 
street, have received their monster new 
Corliss engine, manufactured at St. Louis, 
Mo., by Smith, Baggs& Rankin.at a cost 
of nearly 85,000, and a force of men are 
now engaged in tearing out the old engine 
and boiler and putting in the new and 
improved propelling power. The new en- 
gine is one of 180 horse-power and will be 
used to keep the machinery in the double 
mills moving. 


The firm have expended from 850,000 


to $60,000 in the erection of their new 
brick mill, which is three stories in height, 
beside the. basement and double attic. 
The. building is 45 by 50 feet in the clear, 
and is separated from the old mill by a 
dust room 12 feet wide and one story high 
The new mill is supplied with 36 pairs of 
rollers and will be used exclusively in the 
manufacture of (lour, at the rate of 30C 
barrels daily for home and foreign con- 
sumption.
